Commenting on the fiflloth iinntver- 
sary Conference of tnc Amcricnn li- 
brary Association which wns held in 
Atlantic City and rhiladclphla from 
October 4th to thi» 9th, Or. t;. U. l.o- 
mcr, tllp McGill Librarian, stilted: 

"The concrete results of the' Con- 
ference arc theHc: .-in increased pro- 
fessional enthusiasm, a closer co-op- 
eration with foiolRTi libraries, Iho 
adoption of definite standards of li- 
brary trajnlnp, and a closer collabora- 
tion in the technical processes of li- 
brary work." 

The American Library Association 
has a mcinhersliiii of about seven 
thousand librari.ins in the UnlleJ 
States and Canada. In addition to 
these most of the European countries 
were Represented at the Conforcncc. 
as well as China and Japan. 

II is worthy of mention ihnt ,imong 
ihp (le'.epiites from foreign countries 
were Dr. Guppy. Librarian John Ry- 
l:i.nds Library, who visited the Uni- 
versity Library the proceeding week; 
Hugo Kruss. General Director of the 
I'nissian State Librai-j-; P. W. Kuo. of 
Xsnking, China, and K. Mnisumol-.t, 
JJircctor of tlie Imperial Library nf 
Japan. 

At the various meetings of the Con- 
ference addresses! and papers were 
given upon.'sùbjccts of siiecial inter- 
pst to those' Interested in Public and 
Unlvei-sity Libraries. Special nttenlion 
Avas paid to the question of inter- 
librafj- loans. Kurthermore. it wa.' 
stressed that the architecture of Pub- 
lic and University Libraries should be 
suoh as to allow fo rconvenient ex- 
pansion! Methods of cataloguing -were 
examined. Tapers ,'Jso wcr'j dellverci 
dealing with the Influence, the devel- 
opment and the cxii<ting conditions of 
I.<ibrarles. 

"One of the days", stjitcd Dr. Lomer. 
•'w.'us spent in visiting the Libraries of 
Pliiladelphia, and an opportunity w.is 
givwi to the delegates of visiting the 
.Sesqui-Ccntennial Exposition." 

"Of particular interest," continued 
the University Lll^raflan, "Is the elec- 
tion of Mr. George W. Locke of the 
Toronto Public Library, as President 
of the American Library Association 
SiSrsnext year. It was decided that tlie 
iiexi meeting will be held in Toronto. 
In this connection it Is interesting to 
recall the fact tliat Mr. C. H. Gould, 
late Liljrarian of McGill Unlver- 
was Presidi-iil of the Association 
in 19ÛS." Tlie University Librarian of 
McGHi is a member of Its Committee 
for Membership, and Bibliography.

Despite the fact that standards in 
the Faculty of Law have been mater- 
tally increased this year by putting 
the courses on à full time basis, no 
decrease in rgisiration figures has oc- 
cnrrod was the statement given out 
yesterday by a member of the Faculty 
Uy thus basing their curr.'culum on 
the iLSsumption that students are dO' 
voting their whole time to university 
studies, the Faculty of J^w has fallen 
In line with the other 'faculties of the 
college. 

Until the present session the Faculty 
of Ijavr has conducted a throe year 
part-t'me course, during which stu- 
dents spent part of their time at the 
university and part in law office. Such 
an ajxangement was, for obWous rea- 
sons, unsatlsfactorj' to all concerned. 
In order- to cotrect this state of af- 
fairs to some, extent, at the last ses- 
sion of the Projvincial Legislature ;th» 
Bar Act 'was amended to the effect 
that In determining candidate's ellgl 
bility to practice law in the Province 
three ye^irs study In a reputable law 
school together with one year of full 
time in a law office wl'.l be taken ai 
the equivalent of three years cf par- 
time study. 

The Faculty of Law, in making this 
radical change, have not escaped ad 
verse criticism It was stjitod. It has 
Ijeen accused of offering courses of an 
impractical nature. While there m^y 
be some truth in such crltio'sm the 
Dally was Informed by the executive 
of the Law Faculty Is convinced that 
the true purpose of a law school and 
the way In which a school may best 
serve the Interests of the piofesslon, is 
to give Its students a thorough train- 
ing in the nature and origin of law, 
leaving the individual to acquire prac 
tlcal knowledge himself. The Faculty 
appreciate that in the profess'on of 
law, as In everything else, tin under- 
standing of theory is essential to intel- 
ligent application.

Dr. Bisson Joins French De- 
partment at McGill 



"The prospect of teaching a class 
that has had at least a fair groimding 
in French is much more p^eii.Haiit than 
what I hsid to look forward to In 
Toronto", stated I'rofesHor lilH.son t.lio 
newest addition to the staff of the 
Krench Department at McUill Univer 
sity, to a Dally Repotrer yesterday. 

"J have been In Cunitda. for nearly 
four years now", stated i'rof. RisHon, 
rjurlng that time I li,ave had ex- 
perliiiice in two of the great univer- 
sities of Canada. My first year I spont 
at Queens; from there I went to Tor- 
onto Ulnverslty, where I renuilned 
until I woM called to AlcGril." 

Prof. HIs.son speaks Ijiiglisli with 
fluency. He wuh brought up In )3re- 
tagne, one of ilie provinces of Franco, 
and spent mucii time in the Kngllsh 
University there before he came to 
Canada. AlUiougb only in Montreal 
for a very short while, aa yet. Prof. 
Bisson has nothing but good to say of 
bis future actions. That McfJUl Uni- 
versity seems to have a peculiar ap- 
peal to him, he stated a.nd that he 
will like his third large Canadian uni- 
versity Just (LH much as the previous 
ones. 

"At any rate, my worlc will he con- 
siderably easier." continued the l>ro- 
fcasor," for I must ii^ni;i that llic pro- 
spect of tc'tching a class which has at 
least a fair grounding in French jh 
much more pleasant, than what f liiid 
to look forward to In Toronto. I have 
already been to two or three classes 
here, and I am surprised at the facility 
with which tile ordinary High Solicjol 
Graduate understands and converses in

('.. .son of Colonel V. I. Smart died 
hero this morning following a fatal In- 
Jurj- recel ve<I at rugi>y pl-actlcc at 
4.30 Mondtiy. afternoon. Death occur- 
red at 8 a.m. toda.y. 

With rive minutes to go In a, pract- 
ice game, between the first and sec- 
ond teams, Cadet Tommy Smart tack- 
led a player on tho opposing side and 
as a result, broke his spinal column. 

Cadet Smart was examined while 
on the field, but his Injuries were noi 
thought to be .serious. However, since 
he was uiuible to move his body bo- 
low the waist, he was at once removed 
to the college liospital. Later in the 
day Cadet Smart was removed to the 
Kingston General Hospital, where an 
X-ray ex.amlniition revealed the fact 
that he had a broken back. 

While in the hosplt.al, Cadet Smart 
apparently did not realize tlie serious- 
ness of his condition,, and. .was laugh- 
ing with his fellow cadets and ex- 
pialn'ng exactly how the ftital tackle 
took place. Later in^the c.vcnlng how- 
ever," he Huffercd acute pain and lap- 
sed into unconsciousness. 

The father of the deceased. Col. V. 
I. Smtirt of the Economics Depart- 
ment of the Canadian Railways was 
Immediately notified and hurried to 
Kingston andvlng In time to be at his 
son's bedside during hi^ last hours.

Returns From Macdonald 
College Expected to Pro- 
vide a Surprise 

The Registrar's returns this year 
show that over 2.800 students have 
registered at McGlll. Forty or more 
than List year have enrolled in Arts, 
Applied Science, Commerce and Social 
Startling returns .ire expected from 
Workers have al.^o inoriMsed their roll 
.Macdonald College where reglslrat'on 
Is not yet complete, but L.T.W, Dentis- 
try and .Medicine have decreased. 

The faculty rcsislratlons are com- 
i)lcte to date In all except the Conser- 
vatorlum of .Music, the school for 
Graduate Studies and Research, and 
the registration at Macdonald College 
Both the School of Music and -Mac- 
donald College promsie to have great- 
er registrations this year than In the 
preceding session, so that basing our 
calculations on last year's figures In 
these departments, the total number 
of students enrolled at .MciliiU this 
year should exceed the last se.ssicn'.'^ 
enrolment by about "0 names. The 
reglstral!ou last year was Ï565 while 
tills year there will be more than 'i,600 
names 'on the lists. 

Despite rumour!; to the contrary, 
the registration in -Vrts has increased 
1002 undergraduates Uiking lectures 
by about 40 itudonts. there now being 
in this faculty, In contrast wHUi !)62 
lust year. The registration has also 
Increased In Commerce. In the School 
Workers, and In the I'\iculty ot Sol 
enco. On the other hand, the tuimber 
of students in Law, in Dentistry, the 
faculty of Medicine the department 
ot Physical Education and of Phar- 
macy have a decreased registration. 
The increase in the Department ot 
Commerce slight in view ot tlie fact 
that last year there was ih> ijiaduatins 
class. 

Registrations at Macdonald College 
at Sle. Annes de Bèllevue is on the 
Increase. The figures from this source 
are not as yet known. But Indcat- 
lons aro that there will be a rather 
startling Increase, The Coiiservator- 
lum of .Mu.slc 's unothor do!)'.i"t:-iont 
which seems to show a great deal of 
progress in the last year.

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THE PESTIFEROUS ALUMNI. 

Under this suggestive title Percy ÎMarks, notorious for his 
contribution to the literature that depicts college life, deals with 
the problems arising in the relation between the alumni and the 
college in an article which appeared in a recent issue of Harper's 
^lagazine. 

He tells the story that .«evoral college presidents were dis- 
cussing wlial they would do after they retired. What would they 
be fit for was the question. Well, said one of them, "I don't 
I know that I'd be fit for anything, but I know what I'd like to do. 
I'd like to be the superintendent of an orphan asylum so that I 
would never get any letters from any parents." 

"I've a much better ambition, exclaimed another, I want to 
be a warden of a penitentiary. The alumni would never come back 
to visit." 

Mr. Marks is concerned with the problem as it e.xists in the 
American colleges where the continued interference of graduate 
societies in the administration of University affair.s has ren- 
dered the lives of many college heads unbearable. Especially do 
the alumni manifest an insatiable desire to control the athletic 
policies of their alma mater and in this there is no bounds to 
their enthusiasm. There can not be enough of rah-rahing and 
blatant exhibitions of organized cheering tb satisfy their hungry 
souls. 

This tendency in American education is to be deplored. 
While pretending an appreciation of the spirit behind this en- 
thusiastic interest in the affairs of their alma mater, university 
heads should not permit themselves to be intimidated by blu.s- 
tering alumni. The graduates who have passed out of the active 
arena of undergraduate activity have not the right in the ad- 
ministration of the college; they may not dictate the jiolicies of 
the university of which ihey no longer form an integral, part- ■

history, jiolltlcal institutions, trade 
and cnmniorce, transportation and 
language. 

The largo amount of rot that had 
appoarcd from t'.mo In time in books 
especially prepared to attract the 
tourist to Quebec has been Instru- 
mentai In ■ giving to the outsider, 
l>artlcularly to the American, an en- 
tirely wrong Idea of this province. 
Quebec has all the attractlo'ns neccs- 
.".•«ry for tourist traffic wit'ioul It bo- 
iwf:^ nerofi.sary for zo.alous propngan- 
liists .-MUl imbllclty agents to Imply 
In their brochures that wo are resi- 
dents of a backward or even soml- 
civlllzed state, .and that the great 
niiijorit'y of our Inhabitants speak a 
hurried luul iiioomprolicnsiblo ji.'itols. 
One of the points ably cleared up in 
Mr. Ooforth's work Is that concern- 
ing the French language as spoken 
In Quebec. 

Kor the rest, tlie article analyses 
carefully many of the provincial In- 
dustries. d(!a!lnB ciirefiilly wltli tliclr 
development and relative imi)orlanco 
in the Province. Especially cm,pha- 
s'scd are Che ^•astnoss of Quebec's 
territory and the rapid Increase of 
her population. 

In n si'p.arate article, in the same 
Journal. I'rofosfior Goforth, along with 
Dr. Stephen I>?acock, gives a thoroug'.i 
explanation of the Quebec Liquor 
I^iw. This article, it Is hoi)ed will 
have the effect of robbing tho Amer- 
If.'in of the guilty look he tnvnrlnbly 
possesses whi-'n making '.ils exit (with 
a bottle) from a branch of the Que- 
bec Liquor Conwnlsslon.

"I find a great deal of dlfferon-je 
between the English and Conlliioiitul 
universilirs, with which I was In in 
Î ujaie >.i/iilai t before 1 came to Can 
iiila, and these Canadian, or I may 
say generally thcuc new-world uni 
vcrsilies. Here there socuia to be too 
prevalent an Idea that a university is 
u, very good flnlalilng school. As a re- 
m:'!. pooplii conic ti, university 'V'i o 
have uhsolutuly no aim In doing so, 
and. therefore who would be just us 
well out of such an atmosphere, A 
university student must have an aim, 
and I do not Oielieve that this aim 
should nearly always lie o)' ;l leolnii- 
cal iiulure, as Is too often tlio case in 
this rullicr comnierciully inclined 
Continent. 

Another difference wtliioh I find be- 
tween the American and European 
Unlvcrs'Ues is the great extent of stu- 
dent self- government whicli Amerl 
can students enjoy in comparison to 
the European studeiil . 1 think Ihut 
this is a very good thing, l)ut of 
course it is part of tho Inborn Ideals 
of ricojilu over here. Of course the 
prevalence of college dormitories and 
residences In Europe ilias a lot to do 
with it, for of course' in this case the 
college- .authorities must exerci.so ;i.l' 
their rights, As a whole. 1 like extra- 
curricular activities as they arc car- 
ried on here. College papers, athletics 
.Jiid oil the different societies whicli 
you Jiavo arc very useful to the wcll- 
helng of a student.

The German bouse, C08 North Fran- 
ces street, is the largest In the num- 
ber, actually living there. Eighteen 
women are lodgiKi lln-ic, and approxi- 
mately 18 -nore come in for meals. 
Miss A. B. Ernst '10, is Uie cliaper- 
onc. The house has been completely 
renovated during the summer. 

The German iioube vies with the 
French house in length of oristence, 
^^it being started before the- war. It was 
. closed during the war, and reopened 
only four years ago, in 1922. The group 
hold "open house" at "coffces" every 
Friday afternoon from C to C o'clock. 

Tho speaking of German is aided by 
the presence of two university in- 
structor.», Mrs. J. Mentz and Miss M. 
Schrlober, both of whom took thoir 
.college degrees in Germany. 

The French house, 1105 University 
^Vayonuc, has the fewest lodgers, but 
^^Uic .most boarders of any of tiic lan- 
giiagc grouipu.

Saturday's McOlll-Varslty rugby gunio hitrt fnr-reachins resultsi. and 
strange to .-iay it may affect seriously a kindred npoi i, llio game of IiInglLfli 
rugby. For some time past there has been conHkluraljle aKitatlon, in this uni- 
versity, and olHowherc for the adoption ot the English game In preference 
to the Canadian code now in existence. .Many changes have boon laid against 
the Canadian game. Jt was rough. It required long periods of training, and It 
was not the spectacle that the Engll.xli Kanio provided. I^cl \m scrap this 
silly Canadian game, snld the ngltalors, and r;iiHu rugger to tho pedestral It 
now re.siK on. It will strengthen the bonds of empire friendship, some ot them 
added, as an after-thought. ' 

Enthusiasts of the English game when questioned as to the probability 
ot ever carrying out so ambition a program are, for the most part, reticent. 
They agree that the English game is a better one. but they cannot sce how, 
under present circumstances, rugger could he made a major sport in tho 
colleges, 'i'ho weather, for one thing. Is against It. They point out that the 
unfortunate part about a climate It that you have to regulate your sport ac- 
cording lo your wcdlher.. A good point. Then, agnln, there Is the question 
of material. Ilugse^a||pinycd in England Is a spectacle but with nil due re- 
spect to local teams, rMEger here Is not. Last year, nn Interfaculty rugger 
league was organized but it got no further than that. Some of the faculties 
could not find fifteen men to fle'ld a team. 

College teams get theh" matcri.-il from the prep .schools. To raise Eng- 
lish rugby to the standard ot the Canadian game, it would be necessary to 
begin In the schools and within a generation. It Is quite probable that a 
fair standard' would bo attained. The point, is however that most young 
Canadian want lo play the Caniidlan game, and dcspile all efforts of tho.se 
who would like to sce the ICnpUsh game adopted, will probalily continue to 
(io so. Probably tlio adoption of tho English code would materially enhance 
empire relations but surely there arc other ways to do this than by taking 
away from the Canadian youth the game that holds his greatest Interest. 

As for those who would abolish professional coaching In college 'football 
.md especially at AfcGIU, wo have only our sinccrcst sympathy. Saturday's 
game sounded the death knell to their hopes.

New York, Oct.. i:.— (By Exchange 
Service), — Four thousand of tho 6,500 
students of the University of Wash- 
ington held a torchlight parade, as a 
protest against the ousting on Tues- 
day of ihelr President, Dr. Henry 
Suzallo, by Governor Roland H, Hart- 
ley, whose five uppointooes on the 
board of regents relieved Dr. Suzallo 
of his duties. 

Holding torches and red flares, and 
amid cries of "Strike", the protest- 
ing .sTudeiu body marched up to the 
president's house, posting notices Qf 
an impending strike on the doors of 
fraternity houses, 

AVhen they had gathered in front of 
his home, Dr. Siizallo urged them to 
refrain from further demonstrations, 
to attend classes and to consider the 
interest of the university. While a 
majority of the classes were held yes- 
terday, a distinct falling off In the at- 
ii lance was clearly vialble. 

Il], .Suzullo's deposition would seem 
to liave been the outcome of a growing 
ill-feeling between him and Governor 
Hartley. This originated during the 
war when Suzallo, as chairman of the 
State Counsel of Defense, ordered an 
eight hour day for lumber workers, 
which Hartley, a'tlmber man, opposed. 

When Hartley was elected governor 
of the State bf Washington, he imme- 
diately commenced to weed out mem- 
bers of the board of regents and to 
eplace them by men of his own 
;holce. Only two of the original seven 
members remained yesterday, Mrs. 
Ruth AIcKee of Kel.so and John T. 
iiefferhan of Seattle. Both of them 
offered their resignations after Dr. 
Suzallo's déposai. 

In a letter to the governor, Mrs, 
.McKce protested against "his sum- 
mary and unwarranted dismlsaal with- 
out a single charge against him and 
without giving him a hearing".
